Form Contract Banned 
Today s elution centered on a 
document sent out by the ITU to 
its locals. 
It was headed “Contract provis­ 
ions which may be proposed in col­ 
lective bargaining during pendency 
of Federal Court decree” and was 
called a “form contract." 
This document was sent out after 
Judge Swygert had handed down 
his injunction on March 27. 
It 
provides, among other things, that 
only Journeymen printers may be 
employed. 
The decision cites that the “form 
contract” provides tor a test for 
non-union 
men 
to 
determine 
whether they are competent, but 
there is no test for union men nor 
are they required to be trained or 
experienced as printers. 
The proposed contract is “thus 
discriminatory in regard to hire on 
the basis of membership in the 
union," and is in violation of the 
Taft-Hartley law, the Judge ruled. 
He ordered the union to UU its 
members not to use the “form con­ 
tract” any further. 
Union Claims Victory 
The union also claimed a victory 
on some points in today's decision, 
which it said it would appeal. 
Henry Kaiser, an ITU attorney in 
Washington, pointed out that the 
court had not granted a request by 
NLRB counsel that the ITU be 
ordered to quit making strike bene­ 
fit payments to printers in Chicago 
who have been out for ll months. 
Kaiser said the NLRB general 
counsel had failed in a "shameful 
attempt to

strike.” 
He said he would ask 
Judge Swygert at a conference 
Monday in South Bend, Ind., to 
withhold enforcement of the latest 
decree until the case could be 
appealed.

Gen. Clay Says Finn Western Stand 


In Berlin Can End Soviet Expansion 


BERLIN, Oct. 14—UP)—Gen. Lucius D. Clay was reported tonight 
to have said in a private talk recently that a firm stand by the Western dominions, including Pakistan, In­

of its own mistakes ” 
Roosevelt admitted the Communists into Govern­ 
ment posts, resented and derided the efforts of a House 
committee to expose and expel them. Truman refuses 
to provide Congress with the facts in his possession, 
and calls its inquiry “a red herring.** 
Meanwhile the country is treated to an extraordi­ 
nary ^spectacle, a procession of men in positions of 
trust—in Hollywood, in the unions, in the schools, rn 
mad out of public office—who refuse to answer a direct 
question. “Are you a Communist?*’ lest it “incriminate'* 
them.

The Government’s South Chi­ 
cago plant, costing 992.9M.000, 
was sold to Republic* for 927.- 
9M.9M, while the Government 
allowed Republic to lease a war­ 
time blast furnace at Gadsden, 
Ahu, and then close it down 
for more than a year—despite 
the tragic need for pig iron.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. — While 
all the political campaigners are 
telling the country how terrible the 
Democrats or Republicans happen 
to be, no one ventures to remind 
the country that it is witnessing 
in the behavior of the present 
Supreme Court exactly what the 
late President Roosevelt inveighed 
against in 193?* 
Mr. Roosevelt contended that the 
old court was “legislating,” that it 
was usurping the function of Con­ 
gress by writing laws instead of 
interpreting them. Then the hand 
of fate gave Mr. Roosevelt a chance 
to appoint the majority of a new 
court. 
Now the Supreme Court, despite 
the urgent pleas of unions and em­ 
ployers who joined hands in desir­ 
ing a uniform interpretation, has 
ruled that the determination of 
what constitutes a regular rate of 
pay and an overtime rate of pay 
were not to be decided by manage­ 
ment and union labor in their con­ 
tracts but by the courts 
The issue 'arose over premium and 
bonus pay usually paid for night 
Work or after certain hours or on 
holidays. 
Congress 
intended 
to 
maintain the custom in industry* 
which is that, in order to figure 
overtime after 40 hours, the regular 
rate of pay for regular hours of 
work is used. The Supreme Court, 
however, totalled up all the compen­ 
sation paid a worker within tin: 
40-hour week, including bonuses and 
premium pay for night work or ir­ 
regular shifts, and then divided by 
40 to get what the court believed 
should be the regular rate per hour. 
Obviously this marie overtime rates 
of lime-aiul-a-half not only larger 
fur some employees than others in 
the same plant but made it virtually 
ini|>ossible for unions lo write into 
their contracts any uniform method 
of computing wage rates where 
premium pay or unusual shifts were 
involved. 
Type of Responsibility 
It was precisely this sort of irre­ 
sponsibility which led the present 
majority on the Supreme Coourt to 
say. in the "portal to portal” fiasco, 
that a worker who walked a few 
yards inside a plant before he 


started the day s work was really 
beginning his 40-hour period and 
that overtime would be computed 
on all time in excess of such a work 
week. Congress had to pass a spe­ 
cial law to override this legislation 
written brazenly by the Supreme 
Court, and thus a legalistic scheme 
to extort billions of dollars in back 
pay from employers on technical 
grounds was squelched. 
The Supreme Court has further 
muddied the waters on the matter 
of wage payments by refusing to 
review a lower court decision that 
dealt 
with 
merit-pay 
increases, 
though it must be said in extenua­ 
tion that the Court now has agreed 
to take for review another case 
which is much clearer as to the 
issues as to the issues on manage­ 
m ents right to grant merit in­ 
creases. 
In the first case, it was ruled that 
an employer was guilty of an unfair 
labor practice under the Wagner 
law because he refused to bargain 
on the matter of merit-pay in­ 
creases called for in the contract 
with a union. The union contends 
that it was not asking to control 
how merit increases were given but 
simply wanted information as to 
how the merit payments had been 
determined on and just what in­ 
creases had been made. 
Management Right and Wrong 
Insofar as this was a point for 
discussion in a collective-bargaining 
agreement, the employer probably 
was in the wrong in declining to 
discuss it, though his theory doubt­ 
less was that merit increases are a 
matter of management judgment or 
discretion 
In any event, the new 
case which has gone to tile Supreme 
Court for review differs iii that ii 
raises Hie point concerning the 
light of an employer lo make volun­ 
tary increases for any reason when 
he has already been in disagreement 
with a union presumably after a 
contract has expired or a deadlock 
has arisen in the negotiations. At 
such a stage labor is free to strike 
and management is free to use anv 
argument or inducement to brin,

T IS a curious response to the 
challenges of nearly every era 
that when man is in the great­ 
est despair, when the hope­ 
lessness of fear to most upon him. 
when others wring their souls in 
the agony of lost causes, the Jew 
starts afresh to build. 


Im ll to that Israel rome* 
into existence in a year when 
nations are being killed off and 
states are being rednced from 
sovereignty to satellites. And 
so ii to with Brandeis Univer­ 
sity. which has Just been es­ 
tablished in Waltham. Mass. 


I attended the ceremonies of the 
founding of Brandeis University and 
the inauguration of its first presi­ 
dent, Abram Leon Sachar. This is 
the first wholly secular university 
founded by Jews in this country to 
be available for faculty and students 
without regard to race, color or 
creed. It follows the great Ameri­ 
can tradition of the founding of 
universities by religious sects, as 
Harvard. Yale. Columbia. Princeton. 
Notre Dame. Fordham and many 
others were so established. It dif­ 
fers from some in that no theologi­ 
cal school is attached to it, but a 
broad humanism 
inevitably pre­ 
vails in an atmosphere of a con­ 
tinuing tradition. 
At a time when universities are 
worried about their endowments 
and when some even advocate turn­ 
ing over to Washington politicians 
the financing and therefore the 
ultimate control of institutions of 
higher learning, these Jewish mer­ 
chants and businessmen of Boston 
dare to project a new university, 
purchase a lovely property for a 
campus, 
renovate 
old 
buildings, 
erect new ones, gather a faculty and 
in about a week the first fresh­ 
man classes will be at work. 


It to an amating example et 
the resilience of the human 
spirit, of courage, of faith, #f 
belief in the future of mankind. 
They do not give up. 


More than 200 American and for­ 
eign universities and learned so­ 
cieties sent delegates to the cere­ 
monies and, of course, there was 
all the pageantry of academic pro­ 
cession and the color of gowns 
and hoods. But these really mean 
very little. What was important 
on this occasion was the contrast 
with the despair of Paris, the hope­ 
lessness of Berlin, the fear of war. 


After all, nothing that was 
done on this particular occasion 
will bear mature fruit until a 
* generation has po—cd through 
its halls. 


It will be four years before the 
first class will be graduated. Un­ 
der present plans, no graduate or 
technical school will come into exis­ 
tence at Brandeis sooner than five 
years from now. The young men 
and women who now enter will not 
know for a decade whether Bran­ 
deis University really gave them 
something or wasted their time. 


And so, while the politicians and 
soldiers are talking of the defeat 
and even the destruction of civiliza­ 
tion. these men are planting seed# 
for rn new forest and learning. 


They ignore the ephemeral 
headlines for tho permanence of 
human growth. They do not 
worry about being bombed out 
of existence, for they know 
that man always builds anew. 


Louis D. Brandeis represents a 
complex figure in both American 
and Jewish life. Born in Louisville, 
Ky.. he studied at Harvard and set­ 
tled in Boston to practice law. 
For many years of his life he had 
been wholly disassociated from tho 
Jews, and at one stage it was even 
believed that he had left them for 
other pastures. He became intern­ 
es ted rn the Zionist Movement aftt^ P 
he had made a great success as a 
lawyer and had reached mature 
years. He then became undoubtedly 
the leading figure among the Jews 
of America and perhaps of tho 
world. Once a lawyer for corpora­ 
tions. he later devoted himseh to 
liberal causes. He eventually be­ 
came a Justice of the Supremo 
Court of the United States and 
achieved there a leadership which 
continues in spirit even after his 
death. 
# 
And so they named the first Jew­ 
ish university rn the United States 
after him as a monument to hi# 
memory and as an inspiration to 
those Jews who. while profoundly 
American, have not forgotten their 
origin. Brandeis blended in hi# 
personality a conscious American­ 
ism and a conscious Judaism His 
personal traditions were Jefferson­ 
ian: his public life was in the mood 
of the prophets of Israel. For such 
a man. this university must prove 
a fitting monument.

ATHENS — (A' - Rapid progress 
has bet-u made In most of the agri­ 
cultural rehabilitation projects plan­ 
ned by the American Mission for 
aid to Greece, and now under way. 
Agricultural officials say the pro­ 
gram Is "bound to brighten m ater­ 
ially the farm outlook for Greece.” 
Greece lias never been able to 
produce enough food for the needs 
of its people. Greek fanning has 
been primitive, and land has been 
“used and abused for mauy cen­ 
turies.” Tile $25,000,000 agricultural 
program of Die American Mission 
was designed to reduce to a m ini­ 
mum tile gap between the food pro­ 
duced and the food consumed in 
Greece. 
P an of the funds were used the 
{last year to procure 40.000 tons of 
fertiliser, and 16.000 tons of sulphur 
and copper sulphate for spraying 
vineyards and orchards. In addition, 
8,000 tons of other pesticides and 
Insecticides were Imported. TO im­ 
prove the quality of Greek crops, 
the mission brought In 2,750 tons of 
certified need w hat and other seeds 
TO 
modernise 
Greek 
farming 
large quantities of machinery and 
equipment, ranging from tractors 
to spare parts, were brought here. 
Greek production of vitally needed 
equipment is also being expended 
with Mission help:
